FROM A 
SOLDIER BOY. 

Charles W. Meyer Gives An 
Account of His Trip to The 



Maxilla, p. i , auo. 4, 1800.— My dear 
cousin:— I will try to give you an ac 
count of my trip to this place. 

We left Fort Snelllng January 30th, 
and proceeded to St. Paul In street cars, 
and as the thermometer registered 30 
degrees below zero, many of us froze our 
fingers and toes. We were very glad 
when we were snugly stowed away in 
the sleepers. We arrived at New York 
Feb. 2nd, after being nearly frozen, and 
marched aboard the transport Sherman. 
On the 3rd we started on our long voy- 
age across the Atlantic. After a journey 
of ten days during which time many 
were victims of sea sickness and one 
sailor and one soldier died, we arrived 
at Gibraltar on the 13th. After burying 
the dead and taking a supply of coal we 
left Gibraltar the 15th and sailed along 
the northern coast of Africa. The 
weather was good and all waa well until 
noon of the 22nd day, when a man, who 
was sitting with his back ngasnst the 
chain rail, was thrown overboard by the 
chain breaking, and before the ship 
could be stopped was drowned. 

And the 26th we arrived at Port Said, 
Kgypt, and spent one day coaling there. 
We saw many strange and interesting 
sights. One of the strangest eights was 
the ladies mode of dressing. They wear 
a heavy veil covering the face, exposing 
their eyes only to the vulgar gaze of the 
world. Another thing that was of more 
thau ordinary interest, was the Sun 
worshippers. 

Alter leaving Port Said, we sailed 
down the Suez canal and for three (Jays 
nothing met our eyes but a waste of bar- 
ren aand. On the 29th we passed the 
mountain where it is believed God wrote 
the ten commandments. 

We arrived at Perbtan ialand, Africa, 
March the nth. Thla seemed, 1 believe, 
the most desolate place on earth, the 
only thing to break themonotony of the 
surroundings, being a native with a 
camel climbing send hillt. Hare we 
spent one day coaling, leaving on the 
4th of March. 

We arrived at Colomhs Osylan island 
on the nth. Here we could ride all over

generally ask four time* th* price they 
receive for an article. 

Wa left Oolomb* tha 11th and sailed 
down i lie Indian ocean, an I on th* 13th 
our band leader died. With military 
honors he waa hurried at sea. Tn* 16th 
we arrived at Slnapor*, where th* inhab- 
itants were mostly Chinese. After tak- 
ing on coal wa salted tha 17 on th* O iina 
sea and encountered some very rough 



We disembarked and marched ont to 
tha Lunete about on* mite from Manila 
Hare we pitched our tents and remained 
for three days and it was indeed refresh- 
ing to be on old mother earth one* more 
after being hnddled together and 
hemmed in the old transport for forty 
nine daye. 

( >n tha morning of the 28th w* smelt 
powder for the first time on th* laland, 
near Malalos, th* insurgents' Capitol, 
where w* were sngsged in some very 
hard skirmishes through th* bamboo 
thickets. Four msn were killed and 
several wounded. Company D. ia now 
emcamped at Quigua, abont thirty-seven 
miles from Manila. We are having 
aoms pretty hard times attending onr 
out post dutlaa. We get to aleep one 
night in every throe. I think it will not 
last long, for we are ordered to tb* front 
again. 

One private of Company D has lieen 
absent since lsst Sunday, and the report 
came in to-day that he was found near 
Bolong, our headquarters, with his head 
cut off. One corporal and one private 
from Company B. and a beer eg.mt start- 
ed from Manila and were ' captured by 
tho Insurgents. 

Now I have given you a brief Idea of 
my journey from Fort Snelllng Minn, to 
Manila, P. I. I remain yours,
